The firHt Reunion of TonnoHHtje 
deaf-niiitP8 at Nasliville, Septoniber 
14 — 16, 1897, was lookotl f«nwar<l 
to with fond anticipations of njoy- 
oiiH time, and is now looked back 
at with pfladsoinc inemori(!8 of itH 
occMUToncpi minKied witii sorrowful 
tliouKhtn of its passinp; away. 

In the bright and choorful morn- 
ing of the 14th, at half past i» o'clock 
at Odd Fellows' Temple, the exer- 
cises were opened with ferv<«it 
prayer by liev. J. R. Winchester 
of Nashville, interpreted by Princi- 
pal T. L Moses of the Tenn. School 
for Deaf- Mutes: 

Mont merciful Father, we, thine unworthy 
cliildren, tniiiloro Thy pardon for our Niii.s 
and iH'sctM'h PliL'e to oreiilc wit.Iiin ub cliinii 
hiiarts and rcnpw uprinlit HpiritH within 
UB.

mule eliil<lren. Let Thy fatherly hand ever 
be over them; let 'I liy lloly Spirit (>ver be 
with tliem. May they learn the truth and 
beliere In their Saviour, who when on earth 
un«topfH'd the ears of the di'af and unclo«(>d 
the touBUCH of the dumi). May they find in 
Him their joy and peace, lie very near 
thewe Thy childri'U In all the trinln, danv(erH 
aiul dutieK of thiH life. May they ho live in 
Thy favor that with open earw they luiiy 
hear Thy word of peace, and witli loviiil^ 
touK'uiB Hhow forth I'hy pralne hereafter in 
Thy heavenly kluKdom. 

May we all remember Thy promiHe that 
"eyeiH hath not neon, ear hath not heard, 
neither have entered the heart of man the 
thiiiKN which Thou luiHt prepared for tlume 
who love Thee. Oh may we all love Thee 
more and more until we come to the Fa- 
ther'B liouHe. Blend, now, the dellberaMoim 
of tilt ■ convention. May all HiinKH lie done 
to Thy honor and Klory throuKh .Tesun 
ChrUt, our liord. 

Dr. Winchester closed by repeal- 
ing the Lord's Prayer, the assembly 
repeating it in si^iis at the sanu^ 
time by watching the interpreter's 
translation. 

Mayor McCarthy, of Nashville, 
made a neat address of welcome.

great pleMure to meet. I think that thlB 
llrst Reunion of the old jiupils of tl;e Ten- 
nessee Deaf and Dumb Sdiool slionld be a 
joyous time for all, and much like the 
thanksKiviuKKatheriiiKof the family where, 
in memory of former happy days, the chil- 
dren anil the children's chilifren gather 
round the Ix'amiiiK faces crowned with 
snow-white hair ami listen to the .story of 
the olden time, its sowinns and Its reap- 
iuKH, its joys and its sorrows. 

Your AImn A/fidc at Knoxville belongs 
to the whole of TenneHsee, i.nd has children 
in every county of the State. It seems llt- 
tluK tliiit you sliould join in celebratiun the 
one hundredth year of her Statehood, the 
I am glad that the attractions of the Ixviu- 
tifiil Centennial (Jity and the low railroad 
rates alVordeil because of the great exposi- 
tion have brought so many representatives 
of the school tog ther at this time. 

Through the kindness of Mr. !>. A. 
Palmer, to whose untiring cfToi'ts the suc- 
cess of this Rounlon is due, 1 am not con- 
fined to any one subject, but I may roam 
at will, and I 'eel inclined to consume my 
twenty to thirty minutes wandering with 
olil friends along the liank of the stre m of 
time. Quite tar up among the hills 1 
would go where the stream is not wide; 
and where s ime deep shadows rest; but 
wliere we may find, iis we wander, many 
sweet memory-flowers. 

My earliest recollections are associated 
witl'i the school and its pupils. Ahnig the 
road or pathway through the woods, f4-oni 
my childhood's country home to the town 
of Knoxville rose the massive front of the 
institution; and that jiicture lias ever re- 
mained my conception of "a large build- 
ing" and now when I enter a schoul-room 
and see on the slate the sentence "A boy 
flies a kite," my mi ml goes back more tliaii 
4(1 years and I see a picture of a group of 
deaf and dumb Ixiys in the northwest 
corner of the school grounds flying a grouji 
of kites — "four-cornered" and "six-corner- 
ed"— high above the old " Klag pond," Mien 
the home Of bull-frogs and turtle.", but now 
covered with streets ilnd business houses. 
Wlien a cliilil, I attended school in the old 
white school-house west of the then insti- 
tution grounds, which many of you doubt- , 
less remember Upon that very spot is to- 
day the principal's house wliioh is now my 
home. 

The races, the games of shinny, prisoners 
base, etc.. which the pupils of the two 
schools engaged in from (lay to day. seem 
but events of yesterday. Most of " the 
liases"— the giant oaks tliat we then useil — 
are gone, as are most of the captors and the 
cajitured of those games. 

In my associations with the deaf and 
dumb then, I because Inerested In signs 
and learned tlie nianUMl alphaliet, asill<ln

•'againsl tlic lulri, \vi- louiMl Ihc iiuuiual 
alphabet very useful when we wished to 
<:omniiinicate without "lireaking the 
rules," and it was often a special pleasure 
to know it when thrown with a deaf-mute 
even before I liegaii to teach. 

1 hoiie in the near future that there will 
be a general knowledge of the manual 
alphabet among speaking and hearing 
people. Its knowledge by all will help 
hotii the deaf and the iieariiig. 

As a young man I bi-came a teacher in 
t.lie Tennessee School and have been in the 
work, as teacher or principal, almost con- 
stantly, over since. The work lias fa.Hci- 
nated me, and 1 have loved the work ami 
have loved the deaf and dumb. 

1 have been into almost every county in 
Tennessee to find deaf children .tnd to iu- 
d wee them to come to school, a ncf I do not be- 
lieve that any South- At rican diauionil hunt- 
er or Klondike miner ever vieTM'd his trca 
sure with more pleasure than llial. with 
which I have witnessed the develojiment of 
the mind and soul of these deaf-mute chil- 
dren, whom I have found in the mountains 
and barrens of our State. 

Hut I must hasten on. As wo celebrate 
our .State s nrogress, it is meet that this 
shou'.il empliaslze one of her 
st claims to true progress, to real 
greatness, anil testify to widsoni and liber 
ality displayeil in tlieV>il(icatii>n of her deaf 
chUiiren. 'rennessee establislied the eighth 
institution for the teaching of the deaf 
anil dumb in the llnited States. It was 
called, from the beginning, "The Tennessee 
Deaf and Dumb School," showing that its 
fouiKlers had the true idea of the highest 
duly of the Stale toiler deaf-mute children 
—til educate them. I may say here that 
while till' ollleials and reprcsentativesof our 
State have nu'ogni/.eil the wise iiolicy and 
solemn iliit.y of educatinu tlie deaf and 
dumb of Tennessee, there has always ac- 
companied the exercise of that juilgment 
and the ilischarge of that duty a tender 
sympathy which is one of the "noblest at- 
tributes of civilized humanity. I take 
pride In the fact that you are daily show- 
ing your appreciation of the State's liberal- 
ity by being good citizens, by living in- 
dustrious, honest, sober, law-biding lives, 
thus honoring the school and the State aiici 
repaying many fohl the original cost of 
your" education. In eiliicating Iier children, 
the State is a wise liU'<bandman sowing 
good seed In giMid ground, which will vielil 
some tlilrty. Home sixty and some an "iiun- 
dred fold. 

I believe that many of the modern and 
greatly Improved methods of teaching 
hearing anil speaking children, especially 
object-teaching and sight leaching, insteail 
•>f the former methods of depending so 
largidy upon sound, are directly traceable 
to the success of teaching the ileiif and 
dumb, and have been copied from the me- 
thods of the tea^'hers of the denf and dumb, 
and thus, in trying to help one class, the 
.Slate has blessed every child within lier 
borders. To the studeiltj* of human nature 
of the mind and soul of man, I/Mura Hridg- 
man and I lel 11 Keller have furnished the 
world with texl-liooks that are invalualih-, 
and th(> results of elTorts for their islucatlon 
have been the wonder of the Intelligence of 
the world. 

Hefore closing let me ivsk you, hereafter, 
to keep in clo.se touch with your A\i\iit 
Miilir, to let us know what you ate doing 
In give frequent thought and attention tn 
I he l«norant deaf and dumb children of 
your neighborhoods who ought to ejijoy the 
jirivileges that, you have had. There are a 
nuinb.<r of ex-liuplls and other dcMfTiiiites 
throughout tlie .Statj's whom I call the 
sehoiirs "recruiting oflicers." aiuong 
them are Messrs. I'ate, Norton, Branch. I''. 
Odom, Harrish, Carter, (tarrett, Mrs. Alli- 
son, and Missl.ocke, When 1 see the hand- 
writing of one of them on an envelope, I 
think; " Here ih Information about another 
new child." You can do much good In this 
way. 

I /ct me give you a word of advice and I 
am done. I hiipe you all will give much of 
your leslnre time to reading. Otherwise 
you are going backward and not forward 
inentally. A good iHiok is ngoisl friend to 
every oiie who reads it a bet er friend to 
the "deaf and dumb ]M-rson than to anv one 
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beauty, of rlKhteousneBS, of law, of love 
and of God, whenever you have an attentive 
mind and when the world is too busy to 
give you attention. 

On the conclusion of Principal 
Moses' address, a standing vote of 
thanks was given him for his in- 
teiesting talk, also for his valuable 
assistance in bringing about this 
Reunion, and for his kindness in 
interpreting. 

Mr. L. A. Palmer, the Chairman 
of the Local (-onimittee of Arrange- 
ments, delivered an address rtiiinly 
on the advanta.ges of deaf-mute 
organizations : 

I,. AKTHlIll PALMKR'8 AUDIIR88. 

It is highly gratif.ying. as a result of our 
elTorts, to see this large gathering of deaf- 
mute.<, whidi in point of iiunibers exceeds 
any expectations we had as to the att nil- 
ance. After the movement for this Ke- 
union was started, we were Hurpri.sed to 
find that in the short time before the an- 
nounced date of meeting we could haixlly 
get the names and addresses of more than 
one hunilred and fifty ex-puiiils of the Ten- 
nessee Deaf and Dumb School, to whom we 
could send a notice of this Heiinion. Of 
any numherof ex-imiiils whose names and 
addresses we had, we nalnrallv thought in 
these hard times only a small iiroportion 
could come to the Uounion. It would re- 
quire much correspondence to locatvi hun- 
dreds of other ex pupils of the school who 
lives|in this and other States. Some of them 
are jmssi 111 v among tlie dead, but it is hoped 
wecanmnKemu h larger the list of living 
ex-pupils for the sending of notices of fu- 
ture reunions. 

This Ileunion, .he first we have ever had 
is a complete success numerically in the or- 
dinary rim of Stjite conventions of the deaf. 
Wo feel thankful for it, in the fact that if 
now afTords us great pleasure to renew and 
make so many aciiuaintances among our- 
selves jvhcn the atlinity of our class vn the 
condition and aims of life moves us so 
strongly to seek each other's good fellow- 
feeling and encouragement. 

In the school period of life, amicable 
comiianionsliips are formed in a most un- 
feigneil manner, hooking back at tlie past, 
our thiiuglifs turn often to that perioil and 
it holds a green s|iiit in memory. Ifwere- 
niember any discord in our as.sociatioiis of 
tli.'it perioif, we only smile at our petty 
bickering and remeiuiK'r it added by way of 
variety to the "spice "of our schooldays, 

' '■■ worldly wi e way, we are eciiinlly 

. meet all our school assuciates, no 
. how we felt toward tfieiii then. In 
:i .siuH. our school is tlie mother of us all. 
It moulded our characters. develo|i«'d our 
talents and created a bond of amity which 
still abides in this happy meeting. If we 
lueel. many wh» were not with ua at school 
at tlie same time, this f'ai't does not at all 
lake from our mimls the identity of parent- 
age in our fostering by the same education- 
al mother. 

Our class of people has been sometimes 
called clannish. Tliis term canuut he pro- 
perly applied to them, unless in a res|iectfnl 
tone. Are political and religious sects not 
clannish f Are there not many secret so- 
cieties, such as lodges, among the liest class 
of hearing people V There is really no secret 
Hocii^ty among deaf people, paradoxical as 
it may be by i-casontif tlieir signs and finger 
talk "which hearing people generally don't 
understand. There are no" ciiiines" among 
them as in flu- "sassiety " of hearing people. 
Deaf people are moved by a broad spirit of 
fraternity in their social relation to each 
otiicr. even though their hearing kinsfolk 
occupy ditTerenl positions in society and 
maintain their class distinctions. 

Admitting for tliu sake of the arguineut 
tlMit deaf peojile are clannish, the question 
arises as to the degree in which they have 
stich quality. It must. Ih> remeniliered that 
deaf iieople" are in small numliers comjiar- 
atively and r(<ally don't meet each other as 
often as hearing peojile do. It is wrong to 
sujipose that they arenotdisposed to associ- 
ate with hearing iieople. They hold out the 
right hand of fellowship especially to those 
hearing people who fortunately uuderstaiid 
their amiable natures and di.spositions. and 
(Ind an int.en<8t In conversation with them 
by finger talk or writing or any possible 
method, lint all the same, the fact that 
deaf iiiulesare few and far between among 
liearing iieople, leads them when an opixir- 
tunity Is olTered to seek an easy " flow of 
soul" in their beautifully expressive lan- 
guage of signs, and they natural y ap- 
preciate such pleasant opportunities not 
HO often presented to them. In thisreunion 
we simply follow the footsteps of hearing 
people 111 the promotion of their social pro- 
clivities and in the advancement of their 
gener.il well-lM'lng. 

We renot merely pleasure-se king in this 
meeting. We want something more than 
a picnic; that Is, an oftlcered organization. 
I''roui year to year in the long pa^l, inquiry 
has been made as to the posstblify ofa 
reuuiou among us. To open the way did 
not Hecn an easy thing, until this 
Centennial Kxi>osit.ion as an .attraction 
makes possible this ' Iheiingofex-

S«hool and deaf re .r the State. 

Our oHlcers to be elected will perform the 
duties a.ssigned to them and do all tliey can 
in arranging for future reunions at statxHl 
lieriods. 

In the respectful discussion of themes 
relating to our welfare and in the crystal- 
lizing of our thought, we will have a voice 
tli;it should have a b aring on the decisions 
of matter sthat belong to our class. " Thei e 
is strength in union." Opinions taken sin- 
gly on various triples have not the same 
weight as taken together in a simultaneous 
current of feeling, ("ombiued netion as a 
risullant of honioueneity of thought, has 
all the more force in accomplishing any 
goo(l sought W" think we should be In- 
terestwi liotonly in any measures we take, 
but in what our kind and hutuiine friends 
are doing for the welfare of deaf-niutes. 

The gravity of a dcaf-tniite's environ- 
ment, so peculiarly dilTerent from that of 
hearing people, fot-ces it-Hclf msin his mind 
as soon as he is educated enough to compre- 
hend It. In correlation with this, many 
qiiestiflns arise ivs to the best mode by whicli 
ttie happinemt of IiIh cliwwiBor may bo at- 
tained. 

Certainly we should take a con.servatlve 
stand or act with delibr.'ition on any matter 
whicli may have our attention. We should 
eschew all appearnnceof being ofllcions, but 
when wc can eonlribute in any sensible and 
rPRpectful wn\ to the aim lioration of our 
of our class, shall we be listless with folded 
arms f 

We notice many asRociatiouR of the deaf 
in other .Stjites have worked with benefi- 
cial results in vnrii lions. One of 
(hem took the inil: was largelv 
i iwl rniui.ii I.'il ill till- 1 nf ileiif jlllil 



blind children who were hOQ«ed in a State 
institution and their lodgment in distinct 
institutions. One or two Homes for the 
aged and infirm deaf have been established 
by svicli associations, aud others are in the 
prospective. The deaf-tnute population of 
Teuiiess»>e is too small for a home of that 
kind, anil among them there are very few if 
any unfortunates that deserve charity, but 
it 18 possible for our society, aft r being 
organized, to co-operate with the deaf 
associations of adjacent States in estalilish- 
ing a collective Home. Several associations 
have been of assistance in securing the just 
recognition of State legislatures for deaf 
and dumb schools in the way of appropria- 
tions. Kxpressions of thought made by 
deaf-mute conventions on the subject of 
deaf-mute education and its method.s, have 
not been without influence upon the policy 
of .schools. 

It is well for the public to know that we 
have a deliberative liody for the advance- 
ment of our interests, and that we are an 
intelligent and reputable dans of people, 
ami entitled to the respect of the world for 
our decorum and judgment. To attain 
this end, one good plan is perhaps to send 
outvt<i tlie State press notices ami reports of 
our futuiai conventions. 

Ijastly : We are indebted to the State for 
the pricele.ss boon of education If this 
gives the right of citizenship, it implies a 
dutv-that we must repay the price by our 
upright and industrious lives lu our com- 
munities. This truth should be always ri"- 
membered in our , advancement, which is 
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largely the object of this convention 

If we h.id a little more time in prejiai 
for till 1 reunion, perhaps we coiilii have ar- 
ranged a better and more full programme. 
Hut this preliminary meeting is a liegin- 
ning. and it ishopeil we will have successful 
reunions in the future. As to aniiiseniputs, 
the (^entenni;il Kxposition furnishes en- 
ough — we cm see the v.iried and interesting 
exhibits from overtlie world ; we can "shoot 
the chute", soar in the "seesaw," and go on 
a fool's errand through "Vanity Kair." 

Mr. W. C. Hranum moved that 
the Chairman be authorized to ap- 
point committees on membershiji 
and 'loniinatious.

Palmer appointed : On member-

Its interitu' parts and appliances 
were of the most approved fashion, 
and pi^esented many novelties in 
the way of improvement for safe 
keeping, discipline, reformation, 
ventilation, etc. The prison cost 
one million dollars. 

The evening (of the 14th) was

chanted them with their lg?autiful 
effects of changing form and color 
Strolls were taken on the fair 
grounds in the soft and dreamx 
moiinshine, which matle them all 
sentimental whether in love oi 
friendship.

is sent to the institution, where it 
in taught a strange language of 
signs — brought into snch social re- 
lations that the deaf marry the 
deaf, produce children, awl thus 
tend to create a deaf and dumb so- 
ciety [»ic] of the human species." 
To judge from the above, the uew 
superintendent of the Nebraska 
Institution is not the advance 
agent of e<lucational prosperity in 
that State.

Everybody concedes that under the 
new law, the day of glory of the 
Institution has pas.sed away ; that, 
the attendaiKM! will gradinillj' di- 
iiiiniHli, ami tlius retail the growth 
of the Alumni Association. The 
new associatioH re-(!nforccd by tin 
siilendi'i ac<iuisit ions to it.smemb((r- 
sliip and incirease in number — 
already 117, a gain of 100 percent, 
— will grow so strong that political 
parties will res|)ect its wishes. 
Polities is dra).!ging the grand old 
institution down, and is responsible 
for the attack on tli<! new associa- 
tion. But watch it in 1900. The

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DR. GALLAUDET FINDS THK COMBINED 
METHOD POPULAR. 



Dr. Edward M. Gallaudet of this 
city and Washington was in Hart- 
ford for a fiiw houi's yesterday. He 
owns the line residence on the south- 
east corner of Woodland and Ashley 
Streefs. Dr. Gallaudet was here In 
the spring and made a powerful 
argument befor<' the legislative com- 
mittee in behalf of the American 
School for the Deaf and against the 
Mystic School, which had so oxten- 
siv(dy plundered the State. Soon 
after his talk here he went toEuropo, 
returning last iiKUith. 

Dr. Gallaudet was seen by a dour- 
(inl reporter yesterday and said that 
his foreign trip had been both enjoy- 
able and successful. He is a gn^'it 
btdiever in the "combined system" 
of instructing the deaf, that which 
t(iaches both the cral and the sign 
method. Hisfather was the founder 
of the school Ix're, and he himself 
lias giv<^ii his life to similar work. 
His name is krn)wn wherever the 
Deaf are instsructed. lie met the 
leading deaf |)ersonH of Europe in 
this travels, s<imetimos as many as 
a hundred being g/ithei'ed to inc<'t 
him. Their t«>stim(my was over- 
wlKdmitiifly in favor of the system 
that he believes in. 

He says that many Germans, the 
people most strenuous for the oral 
method alone, told him that fhev 
used their speech oomparatively 
Ijllle. and found the sign lannuago 
of m'cat assistance, Dr Gallaudet 
in turn assured them that in this 
country 50 out of .').') public instil n 
tions and !),fil)0 out of 10,000 used 
the combined method.

Besides, as W(^ uuilerstand it, the 
jiercentage olTered by i.Ur (U^nf ])ho- 
(ograplmi is wholly voluntiary. It 
is presupposed the artist willaKend 
the convention who( her he soctlres 
th(! privilege of official j)hotographer 
or not. At any rate there are often 
members of tlu* association who 
are photographers, and whoar<*no( 
only willing but anxious to secure 
the job as a means to help i)ay 
their oxpensos. In such cases as 
these, it is not unfairtoask thedeaf 
man to donate a percentage, espe- 
cially when he is at liberty I o charge 
such a price as suits himself.

DKAl*' AND DUMB MAN IMPARTS A 
WONDERFUL STORY OF A TRIBE IN 
AFRICA. 



Hartford, Conn., .Sept. 14. — 
There has been in this city for the 
last few days a young African 
negi'o who claims to be a Hebiew. 
He is deaf and dumb and as black 
as the ace of spades. Ho <^ame 
here from New Haven ami. is trying 
to accumulate enough money to go 
l>aek to Africa, l*" he is what he 
represents himself to be and if what 
lie claims is true, he is quite an in- 
lerchting character. H(> carries a 
pad of paper with him and a pencil 
and answers all (piestions by writ- 
ing them in Hebrew and Loschen 
Kliodish. What incites the most 
wonder is that he writes Loschen 
Kliodish very rapidly. 

It is the language of tlie books of 
Moses aiul is made a special study 
of, spoken and written with ease 
only by the rabbis and highly 
eilucated Hebrews. This negro was 
sent to one of the rabbis of Hart- 
ford, who is perfectly s>itisfieil that 
hv is a Hebri^w. He says that he 
came from a largo town in Africa, 
where there an* a tribe of about 
•20,000 black Hebrews who spcijk 
Loschen Kliodish and are (iuit(> 
prosperous. He also says that his 
father is a rabbi in that town, and 
that is why his father took the 
(rouble to teach him to write these 
languages, whii'h needed an extra 
amount of larlmr'^on account- of his 
being deaf and dumb. 

1U> says his people not only wi-ite 
Lt)sehen Khodi.sh, but it is their 
speaking languiigo as well. He 
left homo a few years ago and has 
seen a good deal of the world. In 
each town he hunts nj) ttio .Tewlsli 
secdon, and there they give him 
clothes, food and money. He is 
n»w lunnesick and intends to go 
back to Africa as soon as ho gels 
money enough. lie showed some 
money, which they had collected 
for him at New Haven. What 
surprises him, he writes, is that no 
Hebrew knows of hiscinintrymen in 
,\ frica. 

He i.s'Vory wdigious. Last Satur- 
day ho got up very early and mo- 
tioned for something for about ten 
minutes. He did not have his pad 
and iMMicil with him, as it is <'on- 
sidered to be a sin to write on 
Saturday. Finally the man with 
whom he stopped understood that 
he wanted to go to tho synagogue, 
lie stayed in the synagogut- until 
the services were over and seemed 
to bo familiar with the surround- 
ings. Later in the day somebody 
ofTered him a twenty-five cent piece, 
but he refns(>d ti) accept th(> coin, 
and i)lacing his hands togeth(>r in 
a praying position he looked to- 
wards the sky as if to say, "It is 
irreligious ol mo to take that money 
to-day." A collection was made 
for him Sunday ; it yielded about 
!il!15. That he is a Hebrew no Hart- 
ford Heiirew who has seen him has 
a shadow of doubt.— A^ V. Trlr- 
(]ravi.

Animated by a recent editorial 
in ihe Joitknal on the "Official 
Photographer" at conventions of 
the deaf, "A. L P. ," in the Mi. Airy 
World, September 16th, has 
seen lit to criticise the Philadelphia 
Local Committee of the N. A D. 
in a most remarkable way. 

Now, we have not been authoriz- 
ed to make reply to him, but he 
lu(^ so gi-ossly misstat«'d tho facts 
that we, as the Journal's re- 
[iresi-ntative here, must protest 
against his dodging tactics. It 
seems very bad taste for a person 
who has failed to keep his contract 
to try to justify hiniyelf by attack- 
ing the honest intentions of the 
second party. "A. L. P." is a 
business man, anil shoul '. know- 
that business is business. If he 
makes a stupid contract with an- 
other i)arty and subsequently tlis- 
covers his error, why, it is his loss. 
In the case in point, he was best 
able to judge th<> value of the 
privilege of photographing the 
National Convention, and, liaving 
made a competitive bid which se- 
cured him the privilege, he was 
under a moral as well as legal 
obligation to act faithfully. It is 
not true that the Local Cimniiittee 
had at any time excused him from 
the performance of any jiart of his 
contract. Whatever claims he has 
made in tl\at respect ai-e his own 
assumptions. lie did ■ ask the 
LocaK^ommitteeto excuse him from 
the full performance of his con- 
tract, but it will be seen by a 
perusal of the report of the Local 
Committee to the Executive Com- 
mittee that it was noi granted, l)ut 
referred for consideration to the 
latter body. 

When the public knows the full 
inside history of this transaction, it 
will, we believe, readily seethe jus- 
tice of the position of tho Local 
Committee, and frown upon "A. L. 
P.s" flimsy attempt '*' pose as a 
" martyr official photographer.'' 

We do not belieVo that Hie editor 
of the Journal meant to say that 
"A. L. P.," or any other photo- 
grapher, was not bonnd to keep a 
contract when once made. Ah ! 
the Journal man is wi.ser th^n 
(hat. 

Years ago a contractor success- 
fully bid for the cqustruction of the 
largest reservoir in Philadelphia. 
He found, however, after having 
well started it, that he mad(> a 
stupendous mistake in figures, and 
to save hi ni.se If, for he was unable 
to dodge his contract, he fled to 
parts unknown. Petty reasons, 
even sure financial ruiii, did not 
e.veuse this man from his contract. 

" A. L. P." says the Local Com- 
mittee " posted him in the public 
prcssasatlelaulteron his contract."' 
We think he has misrepresented 
the Committee in .saying this. The 
report of the Local Committee was 
never published by its authority, 
but by the Kxeiutive Comniiftie 
of the National Association of the 
Deaf. Mork thi.<i. , 

Let us add, in reply to his re- 
marks, that "J. S. R." has been on 
several committees since, but 
never received a free photograph 
fnim " A. L. P." FHrthermon^, 
" A. L. P." sent J. J?? R.," a mem- 
ber of the Local Committee, (wo 
photographs, and ch.irged him f2..'>0 
for thi'in, iilthoiigli ihnj inn iwi'm- 
oniercd. 

If we remember aright, Ali. R. 
M Zieglor, the Cliairman of the 
Committee, was treated in the 
same way. This shows in pai t what 
"A. L. P.'s."' remarks in this mat- 
ter amount to. The Local Com- 
nii((ee has shown him excei)tional 
patience, only to be howl.d at 
through his " Telephone.'"

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In the last issue of the Jc)i knal 
there appealed an artiide entitled 
"Awkward Squad at Fanwood," 
written by a cadet officer styling 
himself ""ll. F. B." The article set 
forth the incidents of the first drill 
at Fanwood, of ( ompany A, of the 
Cadet Battalion. This company is 
(ionsiiiered.the best drilled one in 
the caih't corps, having won the 
handsome silk colors that was 
offered for competition on Novem- 
ber I'.tth last. Just why he should 
pick out tho best company is not 
plain to me. He is first sergianl 
of the abovecompany. Most likely 
it was to (Mial>le Iiini to use his owli 
name. 

From person.il oliservation, lean 
.sjiy that none of the ridiculous in- 
cidenfs he chronicled ever really 
occurred. Very little difficult}' wa»s 
experi<^nced in drilling the cadets. 
They (jnickly grasped the idea of 
the drill, and there was little 
trouble in teaching them the details 
Of course it took time, everyHiing 
was not taught in one day, neither 
were all the evolutions gone 
through before the boys wore per- 
fect in every one, and I am suie 
they could nmke a creditable show- 
ing side by .side with niany of the 
companies of the American (iuard, 
and even excel some of Ihem. 

Courtesy and politeness is always 
essential to an officer and a gentle- 
man. No wonder the company 
was awkward if the officers made 
.such remarks as IL F. B. 8ai4j:hey 
did. As for his "chipping in" 
and agreeing with the captain, I 
betievc one officer is enough to 
drill a company, and the non-com- 
missoncd officers must take their 
place in line with the tvst of the 
men. Their opinion whether tho 
captain is right or otherwise is 
not asked for, and they .ire requir- 
ed to keep silent. 

Who w<mld have thought of drill- 
ing a company with brooms and 
rakes to take the place of guns. It 
would add lo their awkwardness as 
w(>M as pn'sent a ridiculous apjw.ir- 
ance. The articles In'ar no re- 
semblance to firearms whatever— 
an invention of H. F. B.'s, I sup- 
jMKse,. Surely sjich genius as his 
ought not to be allowed to ]>aas un- 
noticed, and we at Fanwood recom- 
mend him to the next President t"or 
the office of Secretary of War. The 
National guard and regular army 
will look fine drilling with rakes and 
brooms. 

It seems th.it when the drill was 
tii-st introduced, IL F. B. knew so 
much about the drill regulations 
that he must assi.st in drilling the 
captains and major, also revise the 
Pnited States Drill and Infantry 
Regulations in which he found many 
mistakes. He was never drilled ; it 
was unnecessary for him ; he knew it 
all befoi-e; and to jump from " raw 
recruit" to major of the batallion, 
would only require the fraction of 
a minute to him. 

The whole article itself is fami- 
liar to me, and doubtless inspired 
H, F. B., who copied it, simply 
changing the names of the officers 
and the location. AnylK>dy who 
has read C.iptaTn C^harles King's 
work, can readily see the close re 
semblance. Plagiarism is on the 
increase, but no gmwl ever comes 
from it, and it is easy to coi>y au 



article with a few alight changes, 
sign your own name, and among 
those not much acquainted with 
books, it will pass as a production 
from your own pen, but others, 
who have read it before, know 
where it comes from.

All of these resolutions were un- 
Hnimously adopte<l, except the one 
about homes for the aged and 
infirm deaf. Mr. Jesse Warren 
*iid this matter is of much impor- 
tiince and should be well considered 
before definite action was taken 
We have hardly had any thoui<hl 
of such a thing before their resolu- 
tion was sprung ujion this meeting. 
We should have something to talk 
at)OUt in the exjKjctation of another 
reunion, and this fm;t w(»uld i)os- 
sibly make more certain the success 
at next reunion. But at any rate 
tills matter is of a weighty char- 
acter, however laudable it may be, 
uml should have due deliberation in 
Dw course of time before the next 
meeting, and then a definite plain 
can be made for the establishment 
of a home if such a step in our 
judgment should be tAken. Mr. 
Warren moved that definite* action 
on the matter be postponed till 
next convention. Seconded by 
Mr. Wade. Mr. Allison thought 
the sofiner done, the iKjtter, if the 
object was admittefl to Ix; plainly 
commendable. There were few 
other short addresses pro and con, 
.Mr. Walter K^^sson moved the pre- 
vious question. Carried. Tlien, 
by a majority vote, Mr. Warren's 
motion prevailed. 

EDUCATION AND lis MKiMoliS. 

The resolution on single methods 
and the combined system of wluca- 
ticm provoked the most discussion 
of any, and it was a live time to see 
.sjwakers make emf>hatic remarks 
DM the subject. The gist of all 
speaking seems to be this: 

It is lM;lieve<l by the generality 
of deaf-mutes in this count 73' that 
the combined system, consisting in 
the confluent use of all known me- 
thods, each to the extent of the 
pupil's aptitude, is the most effi- 
cient way of flevelopiii 'lents 
of denf children U) thi 1 pos- 
sible [ifiint. There may be some 
deaf f»ersons taught by the pure- 
oral method, who think this metho<^l 
is the only panacea for the benight- 
ed iguofance of deaf people. But 
how soon their op' D 
associating with (!• ,1 
under the combined syslein or even 
by the sign method alone. In 
several European countries, not- 
ably (iennany, where the pure-oral 
methfKl has had its str^ncrbold for 
over one hun*! ' ' c are 
numerous de.. iions 
prfrtesting against the coot in nance 
of the method. Deaf-mutes in 
those countries use signs, not con- 
ventional or systematized, but oddly 
invented on the spur of the mo- 
ment, in the relief they seek from 
thA torture of imperfect oral com- 
ifion. T lard of their 
on not 'I high as the 
combined system gives in this coun- 
try, many of them largely avoid 
contact with hearing people in a 
rtocial way, and instea^j of being 
■ ' restored Ut societv 
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to a greater extent than the deaf-

(treflH or receive idea«> quickly in 
their relation with each other or 
with teachers. There was a decid- 



ed preference of the sign method to 
the oral if a single method were to 
be used, but the value of the oral 
method was conceded especially to 
semi-mutes, who by practice at 
Hcho<jl are enabled in some cases to 
retain their sjKjech among their re- 
latives and intimate friends. In a 
limited degree it was conceded to 
very bright congenital mutes, who 
in spite of long and constant train- 
ing can never have "swonil na- 
ture" to sjieak all time, but who 
may find speech convenient now 
and then, in the speaking of single 
wordsor phrases to their home folks. 
However, it is rather a rule with 
few exceptions that this fragmen- 
tary speaking is discontinued in few 
i'ears after school. As to teaching 
dull or even moderately bright 
jjupils to speak, we pray for con- 
science sake nothing be done. 

It is our delil>erative judgment 
that the oral method is by no means 
a gfXKl method of imparting infor- 
mation in text-book recitations. 
Some oralists don't want it known, 
but it is a fact that writing is 
alxjut as much resorted to in eat«!- 
<;hetical teaching in oral schools or 
classes, as the same method to- 
gether with finger-spelliug is used 
in <jombined system schools or 
classes. Actual observation and 
fxperiiiient have shown us that 
pupils first taught for one or two 
3ears by the sign mi^thod alone, 
make better progress in articula- 
I ion than those taught by the oral 
method alone from the beginning. 
With such views as these, we 
canru)t help a little uneasiness 
about the zealous and skillful, but 
uns<-'rupulous propagandisni of 
I'rof. Graham Bell, the champion 
of pure oralism. In our intense 
anxiety for the success of deaf- 
mute e<lucation, we should bj' con- 
certed action, if necessary, oppose 
the exclusive uwj of the oral 
method, which would enfeeble the 
emtiryonic talents of deaf chil- 
dren. I'rof. Bell is artful in gel- 
ting himse.f interviewed and dis- 
tributing eirculars of inf()rmation 
about the advantages of oralism. 
A suggestion was made that to 
counteract the evil effect of this, 
this Society and other deaf-mut« 
as«o(;iations, should distribute 
specially prepared ciieulars and 
also excellent articles or speeches 
by champions of the sign method 
and the combined syst^jm, to 
parents of children now and to be 
in wjhool, and to legislators. It was 
thought that unless the parents 
are int/clligent enough to weigh 
arguments on all sides of the sub- 
ject, the authorities of the s<'hool 
.should have the decision in chw)s- 
ing a method or combination of 
methfKls for each pupil enrolled. 

After the alK)ve res<jlutions were 
adopted, Mr. Willie H. Davis, of 
Texas, was invited to sywak to the 
assembly, and he made a speech 
that was a d<tcided hit. His sign 
delivery was simply perfect — rapiil, 
clear and concise — and he kept the 
attention of the audience spell- 
iKjund, as bright and exrjellent 
ideas flowed out in a beautiful rip- 
ple of silvery clearness. He made 
a strong plea for harmony in deaf- 
mute associ itions, and said he was 
encouraged Uy <lo this by the mrwt 
gratifying eviflence and gracions 
results of harmony in this meeting. 
Any bickering spirit not nipped in 
the bud is fatal t^» the building-up 
of any aHS<K-iation. He believed 
that taking the circumstances int^ 
consideration, this reunion was the 
most remarkably successful one he 
had ever known of — intelligence, 
gentlemanliness, etc. He won a 
round of applause by saying he 
was tKirn :• -'an and, therefore, 

by the pi } of States, felt 

more like a 'i"enness<'can than a 
Texan, though his parents live in 
the Lone Star State, on whose soil 
he has not set his foot for thrw? 
3'ears. However, he had a very 
gfXKl word to say for the present 
and future greatness of that State, 
which is truly an empire Iwitli in 
size of territory and extent and va- 
riety of resources. Also he advocat- 
es! the combined system strongly. 

Mr. Ben. f)pf>enheimer gave a 
Khort dew!ription of his patent of a 
burglar-proof express car, with an 
iiiffenious devifK* of sliding and jiro- 
tectitig door, etc. He showed a 
model, and there was no skepticism 
of itH excellence, and it was hofx^d 
he would WK»n be able to dispose of 
his patent for a grsxl price.

As its fifth convention in (Chicago 
August ',J7tli, " The Alumni Assoca- 
tion of iho Illinois State School for 
the Deaf" chang<!d its name to 
"The Illinois (lallaudet Unicm,"— 
in honoi of Thomas Hopkins (Jal- 
liiudel, the founder of deaf-mute 
instruction in America. At the 
same time the Constitution and By- 
Laws of the organization were am- 
e,nd<«l so, as to admit to full active 
iiieinbei-ship iidiilt deaf residents of 
Illinois. The Heiitimeiit in favor 
of the changes made was practical- 
ly unanimous. The original name 
was never a|)propiiate since the 
first meeting of the organization 
years ago. The new name is ap- 
propriate, honors the greatest 
American benefactors of thiMbfaf, 
and does not paraile their affliction 
before the public.
